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Getting  Ready

Martinique  is  in  the  Southern  Caribbean,  where  the  climate  is  tropical  and  the  temperature 
usually  hovers  around  30°C. 


As  you  get  ready  to  leave,  you  need  to  make  a list  of  what  you  will  bring  with  you.  Include 
clothes  and  accessories,  as  well  as  personal  care  items.  Although  space  is  no  problem  on  the 
ship,  you  are  limited  as  to  what  you  can  bring  on  the  plane.  You  therefore  need  to  plan  your 
wardrobe  very  carefully,  so  make  sure  you  describe  the  colour  and  other  details  of  the 
clothing  you  will  bring.  Include  at  least  two  formal  outfits,  plenty  of  clothes  for  walking 
around,  and  items  for  the  pool  or  beach.  When  you  name  the  item,  you  must  include  the 
article  (un,  line,  des,  du,  de  la,  and  so  on)  with  it.
